In another giant step towards 
“stereo-ness” KERS 91 FM will 
leave the air next week to install 
a new transmitter which will 
eventually allow the station to 
operate in full stereo. “For the 
time being, we're mainly 
installing the new transmitter so 
we can put the 25 year old 
transmitter we now have into 
retirement,” says Denny Jump, 
KERS promotions coordinator. 
“The old relic has suffered 
several coronary seizures in the 
last few years and it's definitely 
on its last leg.” 

The new transmitter will be 
installed during the weck of May 
1 through Friday May |2.

Need money to go to school? 
Quite possibly the state in its 
benificience may have provided 
some for you. There are of 
course a number of stipulations, 
restrictions and a bureaucracy to 
deal with in order to get it 
Don't stop reading however, it 
may not be as bad as you think 
it is generally very difficult to 


receive unemployment 
compensation while attending 
school full time. In order to 


qualify for unemployment you 
must be available for full time 
work. [f you have not applied 
for unemployment for this 
reason, or have been disqualified 


because of it, you may still be 
able to get it. The Human 
Resources Development Dept 
has a “Retraining Program.” If 
you qualify for it you can 
recieve unemployment’ while 
attending school, and without 
seeking employment. In order to 
qualify you must be 


unemployed due to automation, 


technological change or 
relocation, and be pursuing 
study in order to equip yourself 


with an employable skill. This 
particular part ot yur 
bureaucracy seems to be doing a 
very good job. Large numbers of 
people in the Sacramento area 
have qualified for the program 
and are receiving money to 
attend school.

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Little-Known, much 


appreciated sculpture studio

-—? 


Where “Opposing Stiff Loops 
and Shaft on a Base” once sat in 
front of the library, there is only 
a giant, unimaginative empty 
place 

Rumor has it that Jerry 
Walburg's gently rusting 
sculpture dragged itself off,

elephantlike, to wherever large 
rusting sculptures go to die. 

Not true. 

“Opposing Loops” rests with 
several of Walburg’s other works 
outside the art department’s 
little-known but 
much-appreciated sculpture 
studio behind the Fish and 
Game building on Jed Smith 
Drive. 


At first glance, the studio 
doesn’t seem like much to be 
grateful for. It is one half of a 
former warehouse-—a 
high-ceilinged metal room with a 
few machines, several wooden 
tables and shelves, and lots of 
empty space 

But space, assures Walburg, is 
precisely why the studio is so 
valuable to art students 

“Though we've been teaching 
sculpture for years, it’s never 
been set up rights. We've got a 
long way to go,” said Walburg 

Space, pure and_ simple, 
finally allows art students to do 
what they've been wanting to do 
for years—create large sculptures 
in metal, wood, and plastic 

A lanky graduate student fills 
a whole corner of the studio 
with his work~—an indescribable 
metal structure nearly as tall as 
he is. He hovers over it with a 
welding tool 

Another graduate, wiring 
together what appears to be 
some sort of latticework, points 
through a side door to where a 
new graduate work area will be, 
once the fresh concrete floor 
dries. Both of them spend a 
great deal of time in the studio 

Four sculpture classes and 
another dozen graduate students 
share the facilities, which 


instructor Walburg admits still 
are limited 

He estimates that $20,000 is 
needed presently to replace old, 
langerous machines—a sander, 


grinder, and saber saw provided 
by the department—and to buy 
other necessary equipment. 

Virtually ali hand tools must 
be supplied by the students of 
Mr. Walburg. 

Students are denied full access 
to even these limited facilities, 
according to Walburg, for lack of 
trained persons to supervise 
equipment use and prevent 
thefts. There is not even 
custodial service for the 
building. 

“Like, I’m still emptying the 
garbage,” smiled Walburg. 

He sees hiring a full-time 
technician for the studio as a 
necessary next step in making 
full use of the studio, and is 
requesting special funds from 
the School of Arts and Sciences 
toward this end 

The studio itself was acquired 
through a special grant in 1970 
When original plans to add a 
ceramics wing to the art building 
proved impossible, grant money 
and work space were shifted 
within the department, leading 
to the establishment of the 
sculpture studio 

Students began working in the 
building a year ago, although 
improvements were not made 
until last fall. 

The sculpture studio has 
worked out so well that the art 
department is eyeing the middle 
section of the building-now 
used for storage space —to relieve 
overcrowding in the painting 
areas of the art building. Because 
all the work space is used for 
classes, large canvasses and 
supplies must be continually 
moved. 

The ideas are flowing—but 
Walburg is aware that the money 
isn't. He is planning on a good 
10 years of slow growth before 
his vision of optimum creative 
facilities for the art department 
is achieved.

to recognize and deal with given 
situations in the exact same 
manner. Conversely in the world 
of track, mere comprehension 
takes a back seat to form and 
ability. Breakin’ it down, I mean 
a short sprinter with long wind 
could be just as fast over a 
quarter as a tall runner with 
short wind, but not if the two 
use the same style. 99 44/100 
percent of the time this is the 
case with every other member of 
a given track team 

Coaches Wright and 
Drummond are confronted with 
these kinds of problems 


,everyday. Now let me run down 


a few examples....How about 
the stride of Adrian Rogers and 
the style of Ralph Ligons over a 
220 yard dash, or the fourm of 
Bill Carr and the speed of Tom 
Ellis in the 120 highs. And what 
about the lift of Lisso Harper 
and the extension of Lavell 
Tyler in the long jump” 

A coach's dream would be to 
consolidate all of these qualities 
into each and every one of his 
team members. Coach Wright's 
dream would be to have two 
more coaches, preferably one for 
the jumpers and one for the 
weight-men 

“| feel that we generate 
enough enthusiasm in our track 
and field class to be able to have 
this extra help.” Wright, making 
reference to some of the former 
SSC greats that enroll in the 
class, (usually for units) had 
good reasoning in mind but 
ironically things like that just 
don't happen. 

As a result of this shortage 
many of the team members with 
potential will have to take just a 
little more time to come around.

SSC Marathoner places 
in national meet 


SSC’s marathoner Steve Dean 
featured earlier in the Hornet 
has once again proved himself to 
be near the top of national 


marathon competition as he 
placed ninth at the Boston 
Marathon, an annual race in 
Massachusets in which 1100 


runners competed this year 

Steve was the third American 
runner to cover the 26 mile 365 
yard course as his time was 
2.27.37 approximately 
minutes faster than his time in 
1970, when he placed 
nineteenth 

Dean was, of course, pleased 
with his time this year, but at 
the same time let me know that 
it wasn't a tremendous effort on 
his part 

During the race, his only 
“refreshment” consisted of ar 
ice cube, a wet sponge and an 
occasional shower of Gatorade 
to keep cool, as the temperature 
at Boston hung around the low 
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60's (“Too hot,” says Steve) 

Some interesting happenings 
at the run included a woman 
who finished 410th, this year 
being the first time that women 
were officially entered in the 
race, and the crowd at the run 
lined the 26-mile course from 
beginning to end 

The Boston run was only 
Steve's eighth marathon and the 
ninth should be even 
tougher....the Olympic Trials at 
Eugene, Oregon in June of this 
year 

Steve is not overly optimistic, 
but at the same time holds his 
hopes high as his workout now 
consists of a base of 120 to 140 
miles a week as a basis for his 
workout mixed with tempo and 
interval-speed-work to get him 
ready for his biggest race yet

Sticks up the system

Dick Hongisto is not your 
typical cop. This can be a 
drawback if you happen to 
be—as is Hongisto Sheriff of 
San Francisco County 

Shaking up conservative and 
moderate San Franciscans last 
November by riding to victory 
on a split in the law-and-order 
vote (a coalition of radicals, 
gays, and third world supporters 
gave him a 21,000 margin), 
Hongisto has — as he told a prison 
benefit concert audience March 


25. “turned the Sheriff's 

department around.” * 
Fighting heavy opposition 

from the press and from 


municipal judges whom he 
angered by proposing night and 
weekend court sessions to break 


court logjams, Hongisto has 
polled prisoners to identify 
unpopular jail keepers (and 


replace them). In addition, he 
has instituted a drug counseling 


program, employ ment and 
psychiatric counseling, and a 
venereal disease treatment 


program for the women’s 
facilities. He also has cut back 
the use of tranquilizers 
(formerly widely administered 
to “troublesome” prisoners) 
eliminated a special tier of cells 


called the squirrel! cage where 
mentally deranged prisoners 
were locked; eliminated 


censorship of prisoner mail, and 
ordered his deputies to ignore 
the length of prisoners’ hair 
when selecting trusties 


3 ROOM FLAT 


Claiming he is confortable 
enough in this three-room flat 
(even though he has to fight his 
books some 1,000 volumes. for 
space), and driving a lime-green 
1965 Chrysler which is the 
County's official sheriffs car, 
Hongisto is in the process of 
establishing a foundation to give 
away some $750 of his monthly 
salary That amount is the 
difference between what he is 
making now and what he made 
as a patrolman for the San 
Francisco Police Department 
The money will eventually go to 
prison reform and legal groups 

Hongisto’s public statements 
on law enforcement and prison 
management are no less 
sensational. On a recent PBS TV 


Sheriff Hongisto 


debate on prostitution, Hongisto 
spoke in favor of legalization. If 
the decision were his alone to 
make, he said, he would ciear his 
women’s jails of the 9C percent 
of inmates who were doing time 
for prostitution and drug 
addiction. In the men’s jail, he 
would free those incarcerated 
for drug addiction, marijuana 
offenses, male prostitution, and 
alcoholism. This would release 
his deputies from _ policing 
duties, and make them available 
for rehabilitation work 

On the national level, he 
warns that police departments 
“in their zealous drive to 
control, start taking shortcuts 
and subvert the dictums of the 
court,’’ putting the 
administration of justice “in the 
hands of the police.” 


LITTLE POWER 


Such pronouncements 
inevitably raise the question of 
whether the radical’s choice for 
sheriff has heeded the call to 
“tear down the walls.’ To this, 
he replies flatly “only 
symbolically.” 

This is a crucial point, for 
Hongisto controls neither his 
own budget nor the courts 
Moreover, the office of Shenff 
of San Francisco is simply nota 
powerful law enforcement post 
Responsible in the main for 
maintaining the county's jails 
and courts, his department ts 
greatly wvershadowed by his 
former employer, the S.F.P.D 

Nevertheless, his influence ts 
rapidly spreading beyond the 
San Francisco Bay region, as 
people become aware both of 
the impressive prison reforms he 
has initiated and of his 


popularity with the prisoners 
and with the young and 
disaffected. “It's a revolutionary 
thing,” said one prisoner 


recently, “where the Sheriff is 
not afraid to come down and eat 
with the men.” 


BUDGET 


Hongisto would like to make 
even more radical changes, but ts 
hampered by an_ inadequate 
budget. He has been especially 
imaginative, however, in skirting 
the problems this poses. To 
provide dental care for his 
prisoners, he enlisted the entire 
University of the Pacitic School

of Dentistry (previously there 
was only one dentist for more 
than 300 inmates). He has also 
improved medical. care by 
replacing two part-time doctors 
with six full-time physicians, and 
he has appointed a gay chaplain 
to counsel inmates. (As a beat 
patrolman, Hongisto was deeply 
involved in trying to alleviate the 


problems gay people face in 
dealing with the law.) 


While exploring every avenue 
of governmental funding, 
Hongisto is willing to hustle the 
money for his reforms himself 
He persuaded Bill Graham, late 
of Fillmores Fast and West, to 
Stage a benefit concert at San 
Francisco's Winterland. Graham 
Nash, Neil Young, Dave Crosby, 
and Elvin Bishop appeared and 
nearly $15,000 was raised for 
the neediest of the county jails 


CONCERT 
“The concert was really 
beautiful,” one woman said, 


“everyone was really spaced out 
(including, reportedly, a number 
of the Sheriff's deputies); Sheriff 
Hongisto would get up there (on 
stage) and everyone was hugging 
him and it was really nice. I 
went up to him to tell him how 
popular he was and he hugged 
me and it was really far out.” 
Said Bill Graham, “not every 
cop is a pig and I think it’s about 
time that people found that 
out.” Nash: “We actually talked 
to the dude and he’s a pretty 


reasonable dude, complete 
turnabout from that kind of 
office from that kind of 
attitude.” 

No one to be out-hipped 


commented 
afterwards, “far out...I dig music 
and I dig the people.” Those 
who got close enough, as many 
did, noticed that Hongisto 
sported (for the occasion’) a 
sheriff's badge with a peace 
symqol in the center 

Addressing the 5,000 who had 
jammed Winterland, Hongisto 
touched on a favorite theme 
“They ain't got no money of

their own,” he said of the 
prisoners, “don’t even have 
enough money for paper to 
write their brothers and sisters, 
and because they're poor, they 
don't have any political power, 
so it takes a few other people to 
talk out on behalf of the people 
in jail.” 

Hongisto’s aversion to the 
injustices of capitalism go back 
to when he was a junior high

student working on weekends 
with his father, a metal worker 
The boss, recalls Hongisto, was 
“driving a Cadillac and had a big 
cigar,” and all, Hongisto 
thought, at his father’s expense 
“It seemed a shame that anyone 
should spend his life working to 
make someone else richer.” 

“I didn't want anyone else to 
Profit off of me, so I decided to 
be a public servant, a school 
teacher,” Hongisto recalls (in 
1968, he earned an M.A. in 
Criminology from the University 
of California at Berkeley, and 
presently is advancing towards 
the Doctorate). To earn money 
for college, he worked nights in 
a filling station doing what he 


calls “cold, miserable, dirty 
work,” when it came to him one 
night that to “make mofe 


money and get out of the cold 
and wind and rain” he should 


join the police department 
“where I could be a _ public 
servant.” 

Since becoming Sheriff, 
Hongisto’s ideas about wealth 
have not grown conservative 
Instead, his public statements

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return again and again to the 
theme of what he refers to a3 “a 
more equitable, more even 
distribution of wealth.” 

“Maybe it would be better,” 
he suggests, “if the rich weren't 
so rich and the poor were much 
better off,”’ citing as models the 
Scandinavian countries. 

Perhaps it is his aversion to 
wealthy power elites that 
frightens more conventional 
Public officials (the Mayor of 
San Francisco has yet to find the 
time to meet with Hongisto), 
and the establishment press 
whose vicious treatment of 
Hongisio is so blatant that, 
according to the Sheriff, it is 
used in college journalism 
courses as examples of biased 
reporting. 


Understandably, Hongisto has 
received much better treatment 
in the Bay Area alternative 
papers to whom he has granted 
numerous interviews since his 
election, a precedent which 
many may have overlooked in all 
the excitement over his 
progressivism. There is at present 
no law agency in the country, to 
our knowledge, which recognizes 
members of the alternative press. 

But even while hardliners are 
busy attacking him, Hongisto, 
who blissfully ignores them, is 
busy transforming a bad county 
prison system into one that 
could be the envy of the 
country. When it's all over, even 
the critics are bound to notice. 
Maybe some fellow law 
enforcement officials around the

Changing chaos into reason

On Tuesday, May 5, 1970, the 
State Hornet at Sacramento 
State College carried _ the 
headlines “Cultural Programs 
Controversy” and ‘“ASSSC 
Election Results.”’ The Cultural 
Programs story concerned a 
cutback in funds and_ the 
election story contained a 
description of candidates 
winning seats on the usual! small 
election turnout, 

The State Hornet came out 


again, one day later, with a 
headline that in no way 
resembled the stories of the 


previous issue. The headline on 
May 6, 1970 was “ON 
STRIKE!”’. The story read “The 
slogan is revived ‘On Strike, Shut 
It Down.’ Only this time nobody 


was kidding, not after four 
students at Kent State in 
middle-America) Ohio were 


mercilessly gunned down by 
National Guard troops.” The 
story went on to say that Dr. 
Otto Butz, college president, had 
cancelled classes and_ that 
Sacramento State College 
students were taking a variety of 
actions including picketing on 
the campus in protest of the 
killings and the war in Southeast 
Asia. 


ACTION BEGINS 


Though planning had begun in 
the offices of the student 
government (ASSSC), the real 
work began on Sunday morning, 
May 10th when students met 
together on the SSC Quad and 
formed various sub-committees 
in order to begin the real work 
of the Strike Committee, when 
school resumed again the next 
day. A hundred or so students 
showed up for the Quad meeting 
and many, if not most of them, 
joined the sub-committee for 
communications, sign painting, 
manpower, and others. 

The ASSSC office opened up 
on Monday morning and the 
Strike Committee began to 
function seriously. The 
communications sub-committee 
set itself up at the door and 
Mike Neubert took over as the 
head of that committee. 
Students from other 
sub-committees came in and out 
all day long reporting the various 
happenings on campus so that 
the Communications 
Sub-Committee could pass the 
word on. The sign painting 
group had gotten together 
materials from the art 
department and began silk 
screening posters against the war 
in Southeast Asia. 


VIULENMCE 
The leaders of the Strike 
Committee, including Steve 
Whitmore, Student Body 


President, and Senate Chairman 
Scott Burns, called for a meeting 
at Alice’s Restaurant on campus 


for Tuesday night. At that 
meeting a small group of 
students indicated that they 
were interested in becoming 
more violent. Whitmore and 
Burns. along with Phil Stowe, 
Jim Burchill, and Naomi Sakai 


issued 4 statement following the 
meeting that they had been led 





to the conclusion “that we can 


no longer be assured that the 
strike will remain 
non-violent...” On Wednesday 


morning those Strike Committee 
leaders had left the campus 

The activity resulting from 
the Kent State, Jackson State, 
and Cambodian activity was not 
about to end just because a few 
of the leaders had dropped out 
of the Strike Committee, 
however 


ALTERNATIVE ED 


On Wednesday morning those 


remaining members of the 
Committee reformed the 
non-violent group into 
“Alternative Education’ and 


agreed to take advantage of the 
currer.. situation for bringing 
student curriculum needs into 
being. The more violent students 
formed the “Seven O'Clock 
Coalition” and set up a tent city 
on the Quad. They spent a good 
deal of time “planning,” but 
little violent or destructive 
action seemed to come from 
them. The Alternative Education 


group, meanwhile, had been 
given an _ office in the 
Administration Building by 
President Butz and by the 


following Monday were set up 
there. 

Not only students responded 
to the problems of Kent State, 
Jackson State and the invasion 
of Cambodia, however. On May 
5, President Otto Butz sent a 
telegram to President Nixon 
which read “The American 
Invasion of Cambodia and the 
renewed bombing of North 
Vietnam have caused 
extraordinarily severe and 
widespread apprehension. As 
acting President of the College, I 
must advise you that among a 
major part of our students and 
faculty members, the desire for a 
Prompt end of American 
military involvement in 
Southeast Asia is extremely 
intense. [ implore you to 
consider the incalculable dangers 
of an unprecedented alienation 
of America’s youth and to take 


whatever actions you can to 
prevent the further tragic 
fragmentation of our national 
consensus.” 


FACULTY PROPOSAL 


A faculty proposal read “...At 
the root of the turmoil and the 
violence which now threaten us 
is the official violence of 
American policy in Cambodia 
and Vietnam. We reject that war 
and we pledge our energy and 
our commitment to stopping 
ite. 

From the day it began, o 
May 18, 1970, members of the 
Alternative Education program 
began to form classes on the 
Quad and elsewhere in keeping 


with its alternative curriculum 
plan. Eventually there were 
some twenty-five classes on the 
Quad, including “Southeast 
Asia,” “U.S. Imperialism,” 
“Unisex,” “Draft Resistance,” 
“Drugs & Counter Culture,” 
*“*Militarism,’’ “Civil 
Disobedience,’ “Police 


Community Relation,” “History 
of Strikes,” “Cooptation & 
Academe,” “Ecology Action,” 





“Copulation & Population, 
“Guerrilla Theatre,” “Definition 
of a Campus,” “Communes & 
Cultural Revolution,” “Prodliem 
Solution through Spiritual 
Revolution,” and “Where Are 
We Going? An Alternative.’ 


CREDIT GIVEN 


Because of the turmoil, 
President Butz and the 
Executive Committee of the 


Academic Senate took action to 
extend the drop period through 
May 22. This was a reaction to 
the general disruption of classes 
by students and because the 
Governor of California had 
closed the State College system 
down for several days, plus the 
great amount of emotionalism 
on the part of the student body 
as a whole. On Wednesday, May 
13, Don Garrett, Coordinator of 
Alternative Education, and John 
Clinton, Communications 
Director, attended the Academic 
Senate meeting (now known as 
the Faculty Senate) and Don 
made an excellent speech to the 
Senate asking that Alternative 
Education classes be given 
academic credit. The Academic 
Senate passed favorably upon 
that request with no opposition. 
The Senate passed the resolution 
on to the Academic Affairs 
Committee (now known as the 
Curriculum Committee) so that 
they could decide exactly how 
much credit should be given to 
which classes. The Senate 
suggested that class descriptions 
be sent ahead to the Academic 
Affairs Committee. At 10 a.m. 
on May 20th, John Clinton and 
Mike Neubert attended the 
Academic Affairs meeting to 
hear the results. The Committee, 
however, felt that it should have 
more information than just the 


class descriptions in order to 
make its decision. The two 
representatives of Alternative 


Education were able to provide 
enough justification for seven of 
the twenty-five classes to be 
accredited. They were 
“Community Organization & 
Action,” “Poverty,” “Southeast 
Asia,” “Legislation- A Vehicle 
for Change,” “Public Opinion 
and Mass Media,” “Police 
Community Relations,” and 
“Racism.” Two of the classes, 
“Southeast Asia’ and “Police 
Community Relations’ were 
later dropped from the 
accredited group by Alternative 
Education 


CAMPUS DIALOGUE 








While the majority of the 
students in the Alternative 
Education program were 


working within the classes out 
yn the Ouad, a fairly smal! group 

people were working twelve 
and thirteen hour days within 
the confines of the office on the 
second floor of the 
Administration Building. At first 
the majority of the work 
consisted in typing the large 
number of anti-war flyers. The 
single largest job in that area was 
the “Fact Sheet On The Viet 
Nam War,” which was thirty 
pages long 

Toward the end of May and 
the very beginning of June, the 
primary the 
















project became 








‘“*Campus-Community 
Dialogue.” The = Alternative 
Education (A.E.) ¢ lass 
“Community Organization & 
Action” had as its goal the 
re-education of the Sacramento 
Community in terms of the war 
in Southeast Asia The 
leadership of Alternative 
Education picked up that job 
and took it one further. After a 
meeting with President Otto 
Butz and leaders of Alternative 
Education, it was decided that 
the Community Organization & 


Action’s “‘Think-in™ would be 
supported by A.E. as a whole 
and would be renamed 


“*Campus-Community 
Dialogue.”” A.E. requested fifty 
faculty members and one 
hundred students to assist in the 
project itself. Other students set 
up bake sales on campus to raise 
money and the Communications 
Coordinator brought in more 
than a hundred dollars in one 
day by selling “Wine 
snowcones” during a concert. In 
all the project collected more 
than $900.00 which was used to 
buy two large ads, one in the 
Sacramento Bee and one in the 
Sacramento Union newspaper 


COMMUNICATE 


“What's  Happenin’,” the 
newsleiter of Alternative 
Education, stated: “The most 
important thing happening in 
Alternative Education right now 
is the Campus/Community 
Dialogue. The public is getting 
pretty up tight about the 
colleges. Read the letters to the 
Editors sections of the local 
newspaper.
